Director General Hines 
Says M any A re M ak 
ing Mistakes 
When 
They Think Railroad 
Costs Will he Lower 
cd by Return to Pri 
vote Ownership. 


San Francisco, May 14.—“If there 
is a tendency to assume that all the 
high costs of the railroads are due to 
government control, the public is de­ 
ceiving itself in the most unfortunate 
way about the problem that confronts 
it,’ 
said Walker D. Hines, United 
States director general of railroads, 
in the course of an address in San 
Francisco recently. 
“Federal control of railroads is a 
fact," he continued, "and the high 
costs of railroad operations are facts. 
Therefore, there is a disposition to 
assume that the high cost is due to 
federal control, although practically 
every other business has had the same 
high costs, although 
not federally 
controlled. 
"lf the public is led into confusion 
on that point, and to thinking that 
these high costs of operation are 
merely due to federal control and will 
term inate at the end of federal con­ 
trol, it is going to provide a scheme 
el permanent regulation which will 
fall far short of meeting the situa 
tion, and which will fall far short of 
giving the public tile sort of railroad 
regulation and the sort of railroads 
w'hich are needed in order to carry on 
the business of the country. 
"I want to emphasize again 
the 
groat mistake that is being made in 
so many quarters of introducing the 
notion that the low costs when they 
get back to private management will 
re turn. 
That can not be accomplish­ 
ed. 
This war has made changes in 
IU 11 road regulation which will last be­ 
yond our lives. 
We are in a new 
world as l*» costs and as to methods of 
doing business, and no merely super- 
final changes in railroad regulation 
w hich might have been 
reasonably 
plausible b e fo re the w’ar can begin to 
meet the situation that will confront 
this country from this time on. 
“Railroad costs are inevitably on a 
much higher level than they were be­ 
ll re the war. and I believe that is 
true of any industry-; but in any event 
it is true as to the railroads. Any plan 
which is based on the old system, with 
perhaps a few amendments that do not 
go to the fundamentals, will fall short 
of the scheme which I think is vital 
to the realization of the necessity of 
giving new* capital an adequate assur­ 
an ce to attract it to the railroad busi­ 
ness. 
W e move in a new era, and we 
have got to have a new form of regu­ 
lation, in my opinion, in order to make 
railroad private management a suc­ 
c ess for the future. 
Therefore, you 
riipuld bear in mind the necessity for 
jjoing to fundamentals and for mak­ 
ing a much more radical change in the 
emulation of 
private 
management 
than would have been regarded as 
necessary if the war had not taken 
place."

HARDIN, OF GERMANY. 
i# 
There is one German who has been 
able to think straight and at the 
same time have the courage to speak 
and w rite as he thinks. That man is 
Maximilian 
Hardin, 
editor 
of 
the 
berlin Die Zufkunft. 
The late kaiser had a special spite 
against Hardin, and when Wilhelm 
was ,in all his glory he quite often 
sent this editor to jail for telling the 
truth. 
Since the overthrow of the old re­ 
gime and the setting up of the so­ 
called new government, Editor Har­ 
din has been persistent in sounding 
the warning that the Germans were 
headed in the same way as when they 
traveled under the Hohenzollern lead. 
In discussing the peace treaty, Ed­ 
itor Hardin says: 


The peace conditions are not 
harder 
than I expected. 
They 
were unpleasant to the greater 
part of the people, but could one 
p ally have expected them other­ 
wise ? 
The Germans have not given 
very convincing mental guaran­ 
tees during the six months since 
the 
revolution that they 
have 
changed 
t h e i r 
system on 
the contrary, the present govern­ 
ment and the press have used the 
same methods of incitement, the 
same 
tricks of bluff, as 
under 
the old rule of the petty nobility. 
The 
government’s 
proclama­ 
tion and edicts are only bad cop­ 
ies 
of the kaiser’s time. 
The 
whole press resounds in protests 
and has started a campaign of 
incitement 
against 
the 
allies, 
couched in violent language. It is 
agitating fpr refusal to sign the 
treaty, and to what use? 
AU 
must know that the allies, by 
keeping up the blockade and oc­ 
cupying the coal districts, can 
force Germany to sign whatever 
they want 
The allies have been threaten­ 
ed that Germany would join the 
bolshevik!. 
But that would 
be 
suicidal. The only way to rescue 
the country is by openness and 
honesty. The revolution has been 
a great disappointment. 
Germany should have sent men 
who would have laid their cards 
on the table and got the allies 
to understand that some of the 
conditions were unacceptable. If 
Germany showed its good will to 
do what is in its power to com­ 
ply with the allies’ requests, the 
allies would see that conditions 
were changed in favor of 
Ger­ 
many, and that it is impossible 
to destroy the German people. 


If the Germans had adopted a dif­

attitude after the

was »• igned; if they had shown that 
they had really changed, and that 
they regretted what they had done; 
if their delegates to the peace con­ 
ference had come in a friendly atti­ 
tude and had said; 
‘Germany 
is 
whipped; our leaders led us astray, 
but wre have seen the light and we 
want to pay, so far as it is in our 
power, for the damage and misery 
that we have caused, and we want to 
show by our future actions that we 
want to and will live a different life, 
and will make amend* for the mis­ 
deeds of our rulers as far as we can; 
deal with us leniently;” if Germans 
had done this there Would have w ept 
over the world such a wa rn of syru­ 
ps'. hy for them as would have com­ 
pelled their bitterest enemies to tem­ 
per their demands. 
But 
live conduct of the 
German 
people since the armistice was sign­ 
ed, and the arrogance of their dele­ 
gates at Paris, has only confirmed 
the world in its opinion that the Ger­

Mr. Lloyd George is 
always at his best when on the de 
tensive, and ever makes notable use 
of the three fold armament which 
is the right of a protagonist whose 
cause is just. 
He faced his critics 
squarely, and in his every sentence 
as he rapped it out, there 
was 
,-trangely overwhelmingly reserve of 
power. 
“The situation is full of perils for 
all countries. 
Those who are trying 
to do their best had better be let 
alone. 
No conference in history has 
been faced with problems 
of 
such 
variety, complexity, magnitude, and 
gravity.” 
So, with almost brutal 
tRankness, he put the issue, and, at 
once, went on to outline the vigorous 
strokes the tremendous task that had 
lain before the conference in Paris. 
The congress of Vienna 
had lasted 
eleven months, and yet its task was 
almost insignificant, compared 
with 
what the present peace conference 
had done and had still to do. 
New 
states had sprung into existence, some 
of them independent, some of them 
semi-independent. 
The 
delegates 
were dealing with many nations, most 
of them with problems of their own, 
each with a different point of view, 
and it required, at every turn, all the 
tact, patience, and skill that could 
be commanded to prevent varying in­ 
terests developing into conflicting in­ 
terests. 
There were questions never 
heard of which imperiled the peace of 
Europe while the conference was sit­ 
ting. Questions never heard of before 
the war had nearly produced a con­ 
flict between two of the allied states, 
and there was a number of such ques­ 
tions. 
Added to all this, the confer­ 
ence had to shorten its labors, be­ 
cause, while it was trying to build, in 
many lands, the very foundation of 
society, society was “tumbling into 
dust..” 
And yet, in spite of all these diffi­ 
culties and differences, the members 
of the conference had held together. 
“No body of men,” Mr. Lloyd George 
declared, “worked harder or in better 
harmony than the peace conferees,” 
and then he added, with one of those 
sharp thrusts, which his opponents 
have learned to dread, “and I doubt 
whether any body of men ever work­ 
ed under greater difficulties. 
Stones 
were clattering on the roof and crash­ 
ing through the windows, and wild 
mt*n were screaming through the key­ 
hole, whilst enormous issues depend­ 
ed on us, requiring calm deliberation.” 
It was, however, when he came to 
deal with the question of the special 
correspondent and the terrible misuse 
he has unquestionably, at times, made 
of his position and opportunities that 
Mr. Lloyd George reached the heights 
of scathing invective. “As for those,” 
he said, “who attempted to sow dis­ 
sension^. distrust, and suspicion be­ 
tween the nations whose 
cordiality 
and good will toward each other was 
essential, I can not conceive 
of 
a 
worse crime at a time when nothing 
could save the world but keeping the 
nations together.’ 
And then he ad­ 
ded, emphatically, “It is not true that 
the United States and Europe have 
been at variance. 
No one could have 
treated more sympathetically the pe_ 
cuiiar problems and social susceptibil­ 
ities of Europe than President Wil­ 
son.” 
In the same quick, decisive way the 
British premier covered many other 
points upon which the world is eager­ 
ly awaiting information. 
He spoke 
about Russia, where 
he 
deprecated 
further intervention, pleaded for pa­ 
tience, and, once for ail, laid the can­ 
ard that recognition of the bolshevist 
regime was contemplated. 
He spoke 
of the indemnity Germany would be 
required to pay, insisted that every 
pledge that had been give at the gen- 
* ral election on this subject had been 
fulfilled, and then, when cheered ironi­ 
cally by the members of the house, 
who had sent him a now notorious 
telegram in Paris, demanding indem­ 
nities to the uttermost, he took up the 
challenge in the retort that the prob­ 
lem was not an easy one to settle, 
“not even by telegram.” 
Finally, after maintaining that the 
allies wanted a peace that was just, 
not vindictive; 
after 
insisting sol­ 
emnly that 
the 
danger before the 
world was of the world “going to 
pieces,” “a real danger,” he said, for 
the 
‘gaunt specter of hunger” wa* 
“stalking through the land,” he ad­ 
ded this appeal, “Do not soil this tri* 
urnph or right by indulging in the an­ 
gry passions of mankind, but conse­ 
crate the sacrifices of millions to the 
redemption of the human race from 
the scourge and agony of war.”

year’s work 64 out of 75 counties 
raised $ 1 6 1,0 8 0 , according to reports 
received by the states relation service 
of the United States department of 
agriculture. This is exclusive of state 
and federal aid. 
This amount was contributed from 
the county funds. 
All appropriations 
are made try the quorum courts, which 
tire composed of the justices of the 
peace*of each county. On their meet­ 
ing day the bankers and business men

It is Estimated That 750,- 
000 Negroes H a v e 
Left the South f o r 
Northern 
C o mmu- 
nities Since 1916. 


New York, May 13.—The negro rep­ 
resents IO per cent of the population 
of the United States and none of the 
national problems can be really solved 
if we leave out the 10,000,000 ne­ 
groes,” says Ralph Welles Keeler of 
the home mission council of the Meth­ 
odist Episcopal church. 
“A national 
commission made up of all 
groups 
concerned about the negro is needed, 
in order that the negro’s educational 
opportunities, living conditions 
and 
relationship to civic conditions may be 
made live issues. 
“Those who have studied the north­ 
ward migration of the negro believe 
that it has only begun, and with his 
exodus the planter began to appreci­ 
ate his value—the greatest single as­ 
set of the south.” 
A recent survey gives as causes of 
the migration of negroes to the north 
during 1918, industrial openings, de­ 
mands for common labor, response of 
foreigners to the call to military ser­ 
vice and the cutting off of immgra- 
tion; also, that in the north they found 
less prejudice, less discrimination, bat­ 
ter schools, more freedom and more 
protection. 
The volume 
of 
negro migration 
from 1916 to 1918 is estimated at 
250,000 working men cr, with their 
families, about 750,000 persons. The 
cities to which this northward migra­ 
tion has been most largely directed 
are, in order of number of migrants, 
ranging from 50,000 to 10,000, Chi­ 
cago, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, 
De­ 
troit, New York, Newark 
and New 
England cities. 
Now the negroes who are returning 
from military service overseas and 
from camps within the United States 
must be considered. It was found at 
Camp Devins, in Massachusetts, that 
between 4000 and 5000 negro soldiers 
planned to settle in Boston after their 
demobilization. 
It is felt by those 
studying the problem that as the .re­ 
turning negro has shown his willing­ 
ness to perform the duties of Ameri­ 
can citizenship, his claim to the full 
rights and privileges of citizens of the 
country should be recognized.

Indeed, it is likely the small 
expense will be taken care of in the 
selling price of the improved farms. 
But the state will have a real profit 
in the increased taxes paid on the 
lands so improved and sold to actual 
settlers under 
the 
terms 
of 
the 
amendment. 
Lands that are now taxed at from 
five to ten dollars an acre would be 
assessed at three and five times these 
amounts after their improvement and 
sale—and the home owner does not 
and can not escape his taxes as does 
the owner of vacant land. 
But that would not 
be 
the only 
means of increased revenues to the 
.-^tate. The home owner builds towns 
—and towns pay taxes. Also, the im­ 
proved condition of the farm houses 
sold by owners to improve—at least 
to some extent the lands they rent; 
and this would bring in more revenue. 
The Hobby land settlement plan is 
not 
intended as a revenue 
raising 
measure; but those who have watched 
the operation of similar plans in oUier 
countries and in California believe 
the state would at the end of a ten 
year period be receiving more than 
half a million of revenue as a result 
of its operation in Texas.
